SOCIAL SECURITY FOR LAWYERS 


The question of whether lawyers 
should be covered by the social 
security program has been hotly 
debated and a sharp division of 
opinion on the subject exists today 
among members of the legal pro- 
fession. 

The original position taken by 
the House of Delegates of the 
American Bar Association was op- 
posed to including lawyers under 
social security. After this posi- 
tion was announced many lawyers 
throughout the country protested 
that this action by the House of 
Delegates did not express the true 
sentiment of the bar and it was 
determined to take a poll in the 
several states. The results of this 
poll were collected by the National 
Conference of Bar Presidents and 
reported to the House of Delegates 
at the February, 1955 meeting of 
that body. 

As a result of this poll, the House 
of Delegates reversed its original 


position and went on record as 
favoring voluntary inclusion of 
laywers under the Social Security 
Act. (See Nebraska State Bar 
Journal, April, 1955) 

Since the action taken in Feb- 
ruary by the House of Delegates, 
many lawyers familiar with the 
Social Security Act and a consider- 
able number of Congressmen and 
Senators have raised the question 
that “There ain’t no such animal” 
as voluntary inclusion under social 
security and that if lawyers are to 
be included under the Act it must 
be on a compulsory basis. 

In order that representatives of 
the American Bar Association may 
accurately advise the Congress as 
to wishes of the lawyers of Ameri- 
ca on this controversial issue the 
Board of Governors of the ABA 
has requested that another poll be 
taken. This poll is designed to 
secure an expression from all 
members of the bar as to the posi- 
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tion they wish to take on the issue 
of compulsory inclusion as against 
no coverage at all, if it be deter- 
mined that voluntary inclusion is 
an impossibility. 

The Board of Governors will 
prepare a brief statement of the 
issue and will suggest a form of 
ballot to be used by each state 
bar association in polling its mem- 
bers. The results of this poll will 
again be tabulated by the National 


Conference of Bar Presidents and 
a report made to the Congress. 

It is imperative that the views of 
the bar be ascertained before Jan- 
uary 1, 1956. As soon as the form 
of the ballot is agreed upon, a poll 
of Nebraska lawyers is contem- 
plated. It is hoped that when the 
ballot reaches YOU, it be returned 
promptly to the Secretry so that 
an authentic report as to the 
wishes of our bar may be made. 


NEW OFFICERS TO TAKE OVER 


Shown on the front cover of this 
issue are the retiring and the in- 
coming officers of your association. 

President John J. Wilson has 
served during a year of great 
achievement by the association as 
exemplified particularly by the 
success of the legislative program 
of the association during the 1955 
session of the Nebraska Legisla- 
ture. 

Jean B. Cain of Falls City has 
had the distinction of serving as 
the first Chairman of the House 
of Delegates under our new form 
of organization. 

At the close of our 1955 annual 
meeting on October 7, 1955, Wilber 
S. Aten of Holdrege will assume 
the Presidency and Hale McCown 
of Beatrice will be installed as 
Chairman of the House of Dele- 
gates. Both Aten and McCown 
were nominated for their respec- 
tive positions by the Executive 
Council.

JURORS’ MANUAL REVISED 


The pamphlet “A Manual for 
Jurors in Nebraska” which was 
first published in 1954 has been re- 
vised to include changes made by 
the 1955 Legislature with respect 
to qualifications of jurors and is 
now being distributed. 


The format of the manual has 
been much improved by the addi- 
tion of a blue cover carrying a 
cut depicting the goddess of Jus- 
tice. In its new form the manual 
is much more attractive than the 
one originally published. 
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The Association prints a suffi- 
cient number so that a copy can 
be sent to each person summoned 
for jury duty throughout the state. 
The Jury Commissioners in Doug- 
las and Lancaster counties and the 
Clerks of the District Courts, who 
act as ex officio Jury Commis- 
sioners elsewhere in the state, 
have been most cooperative in dis- 
tributing the manual. 

In addition to the use of the 


manual as a service to prospec- 
tive jurors, a considerable number 
of copies have been sent to teach- 
ers in the grade and high schools 
of the state. They are being wide- 


ly used in classes in government. 
Any member of the association 
having occasion to deliver an ad- 
dress on the subject is welcome to 
a supply of manuals for distribu- 
tion to his listening audience. 


ADAMS COUNTY LAW LIBRARY 


The Adams County Law Library 
was established in 1948 through 
the cooperation of the County 
Board of Supervisors and the mem- 
bers of the Adams County Bar 
Association. 

It was decided that the first 
books to be acquired by the Li- 
brary would be the National Re- 
porter System and the Decennial 
Digest System. The members of 
the Bar agreed to contribute $50.00 
per year for a five year period 
from fees received as guardian ad 
litem and as referee in partition 
cases and in other cases where 
there is an appointment by the 
District Court and the fee is fixed 
and determined by the court. These 
funds were to be used to purchase 
an existing library which included 
the first series of the National Re- 
porter System and the Century 
Digest and the first, second, third, 
and fourth Decennial Digest. 

The Board of Supervisors agreed 
to purchase with county funds the 
volumes necessary to bring the 
Reporter System and the Digest 


System up to date. The county 
provided space for the library in 
the courthouse in a room adjacent 
to the office of the District Judge. 
A resolution adopted by the Board 
of Supervisors officially establish- 
ed the “Adams County Law Li- 
brary” and provided for a library 
committee consisting of a member 
of the County Board, who is Chair- 
man of the committee, the County 
Attorney, a District Judge, the 
County Judge, and a member of 
the Adams County Bar Association. 

The Library now consists of the 
National Reporter System, except 
the New York Supplement and the 
Federal Rules Decisions, and the 
complete Decennial Digest System. 
These volumes have been paid for, 
and the Library Committee is pres- 
ently negotiating for and consider- 
ing the purchase of Corpus Juris 
Secundum. 

The Library is the property of 
the county, and is available to the 
public. Access may be obtained 
through the Clerk of the District 
Court.

SHOULD YOU HAVE A WILL? 
Every person should have com- 


petent legal advice to determine 
whether or not he should have a 
will was stated by the Nebraska 
State Bar Association. It is not 
necessarily true that every person 
should have a will. It is true that 
only a lawyer is able to tell you 
whether or not you should have 
one. 

A will is a written document in 
which a person directs the dispo- 
sition of his property at death. 
You can’t take it with you, but by 
means of a will you can direct 
what should be done with it. If 
you do not make a will then the 
law will direct just how your prop- 
erty should be distributed. This 
may be contrary to your wishes. 

A will is an important document. 
It is adocument which will always 
meet the scrutiny of a court. If 
properly prepared it is not easily 
broken. An attorney by education 
and training is qualified to prepare 
a will. It should be written to 
meet the needs of each individual. 
In event the wishes of a person 
change, a will may be changed. 
It is a document which is not 
final until the death of the one 
making it. 

There are a number of reasons 
for making a will. By proper dis- 
position of your property, estate 
and inheritance taxes may be 
saved. However, the most im- 
portant reason is that by making 
a will, one can, at death, give his 
property to the person or charity 
he wants to have it. 

Many costly mistakes and dis- 
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appointments might be avoided by 
a visit with your lawyer.

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STATUTORY SERVICE OF PROCESS UPON 
SECRETARY OF STATE; IMPORTANT 
CHANGES RESULTING FROM 1955 


LEGISLATIVE ACTION 


By ROLAND A. LUEDTKE,

Statutory service of process up- 
on the Secretary of State of Ne- 
braska took on new significance as 
a result of three bills passed by 
the 1955 Legislature. These bills 
(L. B. 278, L. B. 279, and L. B. 252) 
became law September 18, 1955 
and should be of interest to every 
practicing attorney. 

I—More Liberal Procedure in Non- 
resident Motor Vehicle Cases 
L. B. 278 provides a more liberal 

procedure relative to service upon 

the Secretary of State as agent 
of nonresident owners of motor 
vehicles traveling in the State of 

Nebraska. Prior to this legisla- 

tion, Section 25-530, R. R. S. 1943, 

was interpreted to mean _ that 

where service of process must be 
made upon a named public official, 
such “constructive or substituted 
service must be strictly constru- 
ed.” In effect, therefore, no suc- 
cessful service could ever be com- 
pleted when the Secretary of State 
was absent for any reason from 
his office in the State Capitol 

Building in Lincoln. Technically 

speaking, the service would be in- 

valid whether the Secretary of 

State was merely out of the office 

temporarily or out of the county 

or state. 

Under the new law, the Secre- 
tary may designate in writing 


Deputy Secretary of State, 
Nebraska Bar 


specific persons employed in his 
office upon whom process may be 
served. Accordingly, Secretary of 
State Frank Marsh has so desig- 
nated in writing the names of his 
deputy, administrative assistant, 
and office manager, any one of 
whom may be served in Mr. 
Marsh’s absence. 

It remains the duty of the plain- 
tiff in these cases to send a copy 
of the process by registered mail 
to the defendant within ten days 
after such service. It is also the 
duty of the plaintiff to file an affi- 
davit with the clerk of the court 
in which the action is brought stat- 
ing that he has complied with such 
notification instructions. 

A fee of two dollars ($2.00) for 
each defendant served in this man- 
ner is still required under the new 
law. 

II—Same Applied to Service on 
Domestic and Foreign Corpora- 
tions; Specific Information Re- 
quired and Fee Added for 
Foreign Corporations. 

L. B. 279 amends Sections 21- 
192 and 21-1201, R. R. S. 1943, re 
service of process upon domestic 
and foreign corporations, respec- 
tively. As in the case of nonresi- 
dent motor vehicle service, suc- 
cessful service may be had upon 
designated employees of the Sec- 
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retary of State also with regard to 
domestic and foreign corporations 
when the Secretary of State is 
absent from his office. 

Regarding service upon foreign 
corporations, this act provides that 
the Secretary of State shall be pro- 
vided with specific information as 
to the address of the foreign corpo- 
ration sought to be served. This 
must include the name of the city 
and, if of record, the street address 
of the corporation or its resident 
agent for purposes of notification. 
The Secretary of State can not 
carry out this required notification 
unless this complete information is 
made available. 

A fee of three dollars ($3.00) 
has been included for service on 
foreign corporations. This consti- 
tutes the same statutory fee al- 
ready existing with regard to do- 
mestic corporations. 

III— Nonresident Motor Vehicle 
Fuel Transport Service of Process 
Transferred. 


L. B. 252 amends Section 66-519, 
R. R. S. 1943, to provide service 
of process upon the Secretary of 
State (or those designated by him 
for such service in his absence) as 
valid legal service upon nonresi- 
dents and foreign corporations 
applying for permits to transport 
motor vehicle fuels in the State of 
Nebraska. 

This service was formerly made 
upon the Department of Roads and 
Irrigation. The transfer makes 
such process consistent with other 
types of substitute process men- 
tioned above. 


As in the case of foreign corpo- 
ration service, this procedure re- 
quires that specific information be 
furnished the Secretary of State 
relative to city and street address 
of such nonresident or foreign cor- 
poration involved in motor fuel 
transport. The Secretary of State 
must forward notice of such serv- 
ice of process by mail to the non- 
resident or foreign corporation in- 
volved. 

A fee in the amount of three 
dollars ($3.00) must be paid in ad- 
vance to the Secretary of State for 
such service. No fee was required 
prior to this act. 


IV—Helpful Hints re Procedure 

in General. 

As a result of numerous _in- 
quiries as well as personal experi- 
ence with these problems in the 
office of Secretary of State, the 
following suggestions are made in 
order to obtain prompt and valid 
service of process upon the Sec- 
retary of State: 

(1) Send proper fees for the spe- 
cific case involved. This means 
(a) $2.00 for each defendant 
in a nonresident motor vehicle 
case; (b) $3.00 for domestic or 
foreign corporations; and (c) 
$3.00 for nonresident or for- 
eign corporation motor fuel 
transport cases. 

Send one copy of process for 
each defendant in every case 
involving a NONRESIDENT 
MOTOR VEHICLE service. 
(Section 25-530, R. R. S. 1943). 


Send two copies of process for 
each defendant in cases in- 


(2) 


(3) 
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volving DOMESTIC or FOR- 
EIGN CORPORATIONS as 
well as motor vehicle fuel 
transport service. (Sections 
21-192; 21-1201; and 66-519, R. 
R. S. 1943). 

(4) Send only copies of process 
duly signed or certified by the 
clerk of the court in which the 
action is brought. All copies 
must be signed or properly 
authenticated or they will be 
returned. 

(5) No return will be endorsed on 
the original process by the Sec- 
retary of State. Each service 
of process received is filed and 
promptly acknowledged by 
means of a personal letter in- 
cluding enclosure of a receipt 


for fees paid. The official file 
stamp of the Secretary of State 
appears only on the copy of 
the process actually on file in 
the office of Secretary of State. 
This officially stamps the date 
and hour received and filed of 
record. 

(6) If a written endorsement of 
the return on the original is 
necessary, it can be obtained 
by having the Lancaster Coun- 
ty Sheriff make the service 
personally upon the Secretary 
of State or his designated em- 
ployees. In such cases, all 
papers as well as fees to the 
Sheriff as well as the Secretary 
of State must be sent directly 
to the Sheriff’s office.
